Staff nembera of the School Build- 
ins Assistance Coimniaalon are familiar with the Developments 
which have taken place and liave recently reviewed the plana 
for the new $300,000 Elementary School Building, which was 
approved by the voters in March, 1952.

Protective Zoning By-Law of the 
Town of Acton 

Preamble 

For the purpose of promoting in the Town of Acton the health, 
safety, convenience and welfare of ite inhabitants, to lessen 
the dangers frem fire, congestion and confusion and to en¬ 
courage the most appropriate ueo of lend tn the town, this 
protective by-law is enacted. 

Section I 

Continued Kon-Conf crmlng TJae of Land and 
Buildings and Temporary Uees 

Nothing in this by-law shall prohibit the continued lawful 
use of land or buildings In the eame or similar manner In 
v^ch they were used at the time of the adoption of this 
by-law, but if any non-conforming use shall be dlscantlnued 
for a period of more than five years, it may not be resumed 
except by permit or variance granted by the Board Of Anpeals, 
^lecessary repairs and rebuilding after damage by fire, 
atom, or similar disaster are hereby permitted provided they 
ere accomplished without undue delay and do not substantially 
change the character or size of the buildings nor the use to 
which they were put prior to slch damage. 

Temporary Uses. The Board of Appeale may permit a 
temporary building or use Incldentlal to the development of 
a neighborhood, such permit to be issued for an initial 
period of not more than two years and for renewal periods 
of not more than one year each. 

Section II- Districts 

1. Classes of Districts. For the purpose of thla by-law 
the Town of Acton Is hereby divided Into the following 
three classes of districte: 

a. Residential and Agricultural 

b. Business 

c. Industrial 

Said districts are defined and bounded on the map which 
accompanies this b>-law, entitled “Zoning Map of the Town 
of Acton" Map Mo. 1 dated and filed In the office of the 
Town Olerk, which map, with the notations thereon, to hereby 
made a part of this by-law. In the event of any difference 
between scaled distance upon said map and distance as In¬ 
dicated by figures, said figures shall govern. 
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2. Lots In Two Districts, Vhen a district boundary line 
divides a lot of single or Joint ownership of record at the 
time this by-law is adopted, the regulations for the less 
restricted ppptlon of such lot shall extend not more then 
thirty feet Into the more restricted portion, provided the 
lot has frontage ona street in the less restricted district. 

Section III 

Hes^identlal and Agricultural District 

1, In a Residential and Agricultural district a building or 
premise may be erected, altered or used for the following 
purposes:

b. Multiple dwelling units for three or more families 
upon approval of the Board of Appeals. 

PaiTO (agricultural) including the sale of farm products, 
the major portion of which is grown on the promises, 

d. Buildings or premises for iminlclpal, recrBatlonal, 
educational or religious use, 

e. Aooeaaory use on the same lot If not detrimental to 
the neighborhood, Including the use of a room or rooms 
In a dwelling for not more them four paying guests, 

as a tea room, an offloe or studio by a physician,

Schools, has attended most of our meetings* One conference vas 
held with representatives of the State School Building Assist¬ 
ance Commission* 

The Committee's first action was to study the projected school 
population of gra^^es one throu^ six as provided by the School 
Department* This census Is of children now living In town and 
>dio will be of school age not later than 1961* This does not 
take into account any chlldran of this age vhe move Into town 
within this period* 

The present primary apace available In the school system 
consists of eight rooms at the Julia L* McCarthy School, four 
rooms at the West School, four rooms at the South School, and 
three rooms at the Center School -- a total of nineteen roons* 
addition, three more rooms outside the school system are 
being rented* 

When the Ac ton-Bo xb ©rough Regional High School Is completed, 
the present Acton High School will be converted for elementary 
use. This will provide eleven more rooms for a total of thirty 
rooms within the school system* On the basis of the School 
Department census and with classes of twenty-five pupils, this 
will provide sufficient space for the period necessary for a 
complete and thorough Investigation of the school needs and to 
formulate plans for additional space* 

The town would be unable to complete the construotlcn of any 
building sooner than the Hl^ School conversion would be ready. 
The present school facilities would provide space for at least t 
the next three years* Therefore, it seemed to this committee 
that some time should be taken tc study the Jong-range aspect of 
the Acton School System. 

The questions that came to our minds were many* The McCarthy 
School was planned for a four room addition. Could It be in¬ 
creased to a six room addition without extensive improvements? 

The additional six rooms would provide the town with thirty- 
six rooms In Its grades one through six* Would this extra 
space be empty, or should one of the village be temporarily 
closed? 

This committee concurs with the School Committee that the 
village schools are not a very satisfactory Adatitlpnal facility, 
nor do they rate highly from a saTety standpoint. Perhaps they 
should be replaced with another building? If so, vdiere and irtien? 
The members of this conimlttos would like to study these and 
other questions further. They would like to consult with School 
Committee to understand the educational needs smd goals, and 
with the Planning Board as to future growth of population 
centers in the Town* 

May we then request this meeting to extend the term and the 
scope of this Committee that we can explore the Long-range 
requirements Of the Town's educational facilities, and to report 
to the Town within the next six months.
